diagnosed a very rare 
syndrome which had only 
been discovered a decade ago. 

Mr Mabutt’s condition 
started as a dull ache six 
years ago, and gradually got 
worse, to the stage where he 
had difficulty hearing the 
television or people talking. 

The 57-year-old’s hearing 
deteriorated, and then came 
the scratching sound of his 
eyes moving. 

Then his vision started 
pulsing when he spoke. It 
was the tipping point which 
made him decide something 
needed to be done. 

Father-of-two Mr Mabutt, 
of Cartwright Road, 

Charlton, said: “I just could 
not understand what was 
happening to me. 

“Loud noises made me 
dizzy and when I spoke, my 
vision pulsated to the rhythm 
of my words. 

“About 18 months ago 
things got much worse. I 
could actually hear my 
eyeballs moving and my 
heart beating. 

“I would be sat nice and 
quiet, and would hear a noise 
and think ‘what’s that’, then I 
would move my eyes. 

“It sounded like sandpaper 
on wood when I moved my 
eyes.” 

Mr Mabutt was referred to 
the Birmingham Ear Clinic, 
based at BMI The Priory and 
Edgbaston Hospitals, where 
his case was taken up by 
consultant Richard Irvine, 
pictured top. 

A new set of scans was 
done and a tiny hole in the 
balance canal of his ear, 
caused by the bone 
protecting it wearing away, 
was discovered. 



“This condition was only 
discovered about ten years 
ago and is very rare indeed. 

“The operation to put it 
right is not a complex one, but 
the difficulty is in spotting the 
problem in the first place.”

Mr Mabutt, a training co¬ 
ordinator with Abbot 
Diabetes Care, in Witney, 
underwent surgery in May to 
seal the hole and is now back 
at work and his hearing is 
improving all the time. 

He said: “You cannot 
believe what a relief it is. 

“If it had all happened at 
once it would have been a bit 
scary, but it crept up over the 
years.” 

Mr Irvine, who has 
performed 20 such operations, 
said: “It was really a case of 
knowing what you were 
looking for before you actually 
started looking for it. It is a 
very unusual condition with 
very unusual symptoms which 
could easily have been 
dismissed. It must have been 
very distressing for the patient. 

“Fortunately, I have had 
experience of this before and 
so I was able to arrange a 
special sequence of scans 
which confirmed my diagnosis.

Employees ‘lost £200,000’ 

Couple 


fight TV 
chef over 


sacking 


TV chef Jamie Oliver wrongly sacked a Banbury-based 
couple, who had lost £200,000 pounds of his money after he 
had invested in an events catering firm they ran for him, a 
tribunal was told. 

The celebrity chef had joined forces with Glen and Susie 
Chadwick, of Berrymoor Road, Banbury, to set up Jamie 
Oliver’s Fabulous Feasts, which provided posh nosh at 
prestigious venues and festivals. 

Together with a business contact, he invested a total of 
£500,000, but in less than a year the couple made a loss of 
£344,000. 

The tribunal was told Jamie Oliver decided to invest 
£200,000 in the new Fabulous Feasts venture because he 
wanted to break into world of events catering. 

The Chadwicks, who he 
met through mutual 
business contact Nigel 
Harris, who runs Fresh 
Direct in Bicester, closed 
down their own Chilli 
Pepper food firm to set up 
Jamie Oliver’s Fabulous 
Feasts. 

However, a tribunal in 
Reading heard the 
managing director and his 
wife, who had more than 20 
years experience in 
catering, “lost control” of 
the firm, culminating in a 
“disastrous” event in Hyde 
Park, the employment Jamie Oliver 

tribunal heard. 

Hopes had been high when Jamie Oliver’s Fabulous Feasts 
was contracted to work at the London Winter Wonderland 
festival in Hyde Park, but out of more than 100 stalls the firm 
was the only one not to turn in a profit. 

He said the Hyde Park event had been expected to bring in 
£400,000 for the firm but had instead lost £350,000. The 
Chadwicks blamed the reason on heavy snow that kept 

families away from the 
event. 

On February 1 this year 
the Chadwicks lost their 
jobs after it was deemed 
they had lost control of the 
business and lost the 
confidence of their staff. 

“They had lost a lot of 
money and Mr Harris was 
unhappy with the 
investment that had been 
blown away,” said David 
Parry, representing the 
firm. 

Mr Chadwick said he was 
convinced that business 
would have picked up in 
2011 after the hard work the 
couple had invested in the 
previous year, had they not 
been sacked on February 1 
- the day they returned 
from a holiday in Antigua. 
The tribunal will deliver 

Glen and Susie Chadwick its judgment in a month.

DESPERATE times call for 
desperate measures and one 
businessman has taken 
things into his own hands in 
a bid to get his son a job. 

Bradley Elsmore wants to 
become an electrician. He 
has sent out more than 100 
letters and emails, and even 
knocked on doors to find 
work, but to no avail. 

Now dad Martyn, who 
owns Fairway Fish Bar, has 
come up with a unique 
incentive to help his son 
land a job - free fish and 
chips once a week for a year 
to his employer. 

Bradley, 16, is one of 500 
young people aged 16 to 19 in 
the town not in employment 
or training, called Neets 

This age group has been 
one of the worst affected by 
the recession. 

Bradley said: “I have been 
handing out my CV to 
different electricians to get 
an apprenticeship, and most 
of them have said they are 
not taking anyone on. 

“It has been a knock-back 
but I am determined. I’m 
reliable, and always on time, 


I’m well organised and I got 
good grades in science.” 

Mr Elsmore said: “All we 
are asking is for someone to 
give him a chance. 

“He got 98 per cent 
attendance at school and 
he’s eager to learn. 

“I do understand the 
situation, I’m in business 
myself and everyone is 
trying to keep the overheads 
down. But without someone 
giving him a chance, he’s 
snookered.” 

The move comes as a 
scheme aimed at helping 
young people into training 
or employment gets off the 
ground. 

In a joint initiative, 
Cherwell District Council, 
MP Tony Baldry, and Oxford 
and Cherwell Valley College 
want to link young people 
and businesses. 

So far businesses have 
made 134 pledges to help 
young people into the 
workforce by offering a 
range of actions from a talk 
about their business to an 
apprenticeship. 

Banbury’s MP Tony 
Baldry said he believed it 
was tougher for young 
people to get work because 
employers were looking for 
skilled people.

He said: “However, I think 
employers do realise that for 
the future they will 
increasingly have to train 
and generate their skills. 

“This is going to be an 
intensive programme of 
persuading employers to 
offer more apprenticeships, 
and that taking young 
people on is very cost 
effective. 


“The bureaucracy for 
apprenticeships has been 
reduced to the absolute 
minimum and colleges now 
complete the paperwork.” 

In Banbury, a new Tesco 
Express store, which opens 
in the former Lloyds Bank 
building, in High Street, on 
August 5, announced it had 
received 350 applications for 
18 jobs. 


Store manager, Daniel 
Raines, said: “I was 
overwhelmed by the response 
we received. In this time of 
economic uncertainty, it is 
great that we are able to 
create jobs for our local 
community and help get 
people back into work.”

Charity trek for son who hopes to help researchers find a cure 


Striding out 
for his mum 


“MUM is stubborn and even 
though it’s incurable she’s still 
going to fight it every step of the 
way. She’s an incurable 
optimist.” 

Those are the words of 
Nicholas Vale, 29, whose mother, 
Jennifer, has been diagnosed 
with Motor Neurone Disease, a 
terminal degenerative condition. 

The entire family were 
devastated after the diagnosis in 
January. 

Now Mr Vale, together with 
three friends, is in the process of 
walking 88 miles to raise cash for 
a charity his family is likely to 
call on for support in the future. 

And mother-of-three Mrs Vale, 
66, plans to join him for the final 
mile with the team, with the aid 
of walking sticks. 

He hopes to raise about £1,000 
for the Motor Neuron Disease 
Association, which support 
sufferers, their families and 
important research into the

condition. Mr Vale, who is 
currently unemployed, said: “It’s 
devastating. But we are very 
lucky we have close family and a 
lot of friends around.” 

He said the family had good 
and bad days, but had got a lot of 
support from Oxford’s John 
Radcliffe Hospital, whose 
research is funded by MNDA. 

Mr Vale, of Longburges, 
Middleton Cheney, said: “The 
doctors give us a lot of time and 
they listen to all our queries. 

“This is through MNDA, which 
gives money and time to do 
research to find a cure. 

“The charity will also help out 
when it gets to the point mum 
cannot walk, can’t get upstairs 
and loses her speech. They will 
also supply equipment for the 
house.” 


The group, which began their 
trek earlier this week, includes 
Tom Boyd, 26, also of Middleton 
Cheney; Dave Denehey, 30, and 
Ken Marples, 61, both from 
Ratley. 

They will follow the Jurassic 
pathway as it winds through 
Warwickshire, 

Northamptonshire and 
Oxfordshire, and will walk 
through forests, fields and 
villages. 

Mr Vale added: “Tom and I 
have walked a lot of this pathway 
and had wanted to do this walk 
for a long time. 

“Mum used to be a big walker, 
but obviously the disease has 
effected her walking ability. 

“Mum is very stubborn and 
even though the condition is 
incurable, she’s still going to 
fight it every step of the way. 
She’s an total optimist.”

RESIDENTS are calling on a council to reverse its decision to 
close a waste tip used by thousands of people 
From September householders from Chipping Norton and 
surrounding area face a round trip of up to 36 miles to dispose 
of junk, after Dean Pit, near Chipping Norton, is closed. 

Campaigners say the decision effects about 22,000 people 
who live within a nine-mile radius of the recycling centre. 

The move is part of Oxfordshire County Council’s waste 


strategy to close two of its 
eight recycling centres to 
save money. 

A centre at Stanford-in- 
the-Vale is also due to be 
closed, but the council plans 
to open a £3m flagship 
recycling centre in 
Kidlington next year. 

Earlier this week 
campaigner Liz Leffman 
handed a petition with 
almost 2,000 signatures to the 
county council’s cabinet in a 
bid to get its decision to close 
Dean Pit over-turned or 
delayed. 

Ms Leffman, of Charlbury, 
said: “The county is 
proposing to open a new 
recycling centre in 
Kidlington, except it’s a long 
way away. 

“The worst thing is it won’t 
be open until next April, and 
that looks doubtful as they 
haven’t got planning 
permission and they haven’t 
put the contract out to 
tender. 

“The chances are there 
will be no recycling in the 
area for six months.” 

She said residents faced a 
round trip journey of up to 
36 miles to dump rubbish 
compared to four miles at the 
moment. 

Ms Leffman said the 
population in the area was 
large enough to qualify for 
facilities in the area. 

In a separate move, West 
Oxfordshire District Council

has agreed to look at creating 
a recycling centre, without 
landfill facilities, at its land 
in Greystones, in Burford 
Road, Chipping Norton. 

People would be able to 
recycle scrap metal, tins, 
plastics, glass, paper and 
cardboard. 

The council, which already 
operates a bulky-waste 
collection service, would 
have to submit a planning 
application and, if approved, 
say it could open this 
autumn. 

Ms Leffman said: “On the 
whole we would welcome this 
plan as an alternative to 
having to travel to other sites 
across the county. 

“However, if the idea is to 
close Dean Pit at a cost of 
film and move it three miles 
up the road, then that would 
be a poor deal for local 
taxpayers.” 

A county council 
spokesman said: “Dean Pitt 
will be closed at the end of 
September as part of the new 
household waste recycling 
centre strategy. 

“If West Oxfordshire 
District Council opens its 
own recycling centre, this 
could be an effective 
replacement which is closer 
to local people.”

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From special measures to shining example 

Spotlight falls 
on school’s 
sharp U-turn 


WHEN concerned councillors investigated 
Oxfordshire’s low primary school results, the 
remarkable transformation of Dashwood School, 
Banbury, was hailed as a way forward. 

In 2007, Government inspectors failed the school, 
finding low achievement, bad behaviour, weak 
teaching and a poor curriculum and put it into 
“special measures”. 

Four years on, under headteacher Vicki McLean, 
the school is a pioneer of new methods. 

It is part of the county’s only secondary-primary 
federation, with Banbury School, and in September 
will become the first primary 
school in Oxfordshire to become 
an academy, operating free of 
local education authority 
control. 

Once suffering a falling roll, 
parents now queue to get their 
children into Dashwood. 

When Ofsted put the school 
into special measures in 2007, 
five aspects were deemed 
inadequate: leadership and 
management, standards and 
achievement, quality of 
teaching, attitudes and 
behaviour and health and safety. 

Read that as a list, Ms McLean 
says, and it sums up almost 
everything a school does. 

In August 2008, the former 
Banbury School vice-principal 
received a phonecall from her 
boss, Fiona Hammans. 

Dashwood had failed its Ofsted 
inspection catastrophically nine 
months earlier and the head had 
resigned at the end of the year. 

Dr Hammans sat on the 
interim executive board guiding the 
school out of special measures. She 
asked: Would Ms McLean become joint 
acting head, alongside local authority 
consultant Louise McGinty? 

Ms McLean said: “It was a fantastic 
challenge, because I knew the school 
really needed a lot of support. 

“At the same time, it was daunting.” 

She inherited a scenario where almost 
everything in the school had broken 
down. 

“Special measures is very tough, and 
staff had struggled through the first few 
months and had not made much 
progress. 

“They were battered and bruised. 

They needed a lot of support, as did the 
children.” 

With a rigorous focus on teaching, 
behaviour and tracking attainment, the 
school was out of special measures by 
July. 

Ofsted inspectors highlighted the 
targeted programmes, improved 
teaching, long-term planning and 
rigorous monitoring of pupils’ 
achievement as turning the school 
around. 

Attendance increased and exclusions 
fell.

Teaching assistant Nicola Cumming, whose 
daughter, Beth, is in Year One, said: “Things that 
we were taking for the norm, we realised were not 
acceptable. 

“Now everything has changed massively: the 
way the staff are, what is expected of us, 
behaviour, and the way the kids are about 
learning.

THOUSANDS of householders are 
being targeted in a Health 
Protection Agency campaign to cut 
exposure to a cancer-causing gas. 

It is thought thousands of homes 
in north west Oxfordshire could be 
exposed to dangerously high levels 
of the radioactive gas, radon, which 
the HPA says can cause lung cancer 
after long-term exposure. 

Now the agency is writing to the 
9,000 homes which it believes to be 
most at risk. 

Properties in Chipping Norton, 
Enstone and Charlbury are thought 
to be of most concern. 

Radon occurs naturally and is 
present all over the UK, but high 
levels are linked with Cotswold 
stone, a limestone which allows the 
gas to seep to the surface more

easily. The gas cannot be seen, 
smelled or tasted, but may be linked 
to up to 1,000 UK lung cancer deaths 
a year - including 12 in Oxfordshire. 

The existence of high levels of 
radon in the region has been 
recorded before, but the agency has 
now stepped up its campaign 
following more in-depth research. 

Neil McColl, head of radon at the 
HPA, insisted there was no need to 
panic, but also said it was being 
taken seriously. 

He said: “It is a radioactive decay 
product of uranium. High levels of 
radon exposure are clearly linked to 
increased risk of lung cancer. 

“There is no need for panic. The 
risk comes from long-term 
exposure, year after year.” 

For years, HPA scientists have 
run testing campaigns where 
levels of the gas are believed to 
be high, including Scotland and 
Cornwall. 

Ten years ago, 8,500 homes in 
the Cherwell area were told they 
were in potential danger. 

So far, 820 local homeshave 
been tested and 42 were found to 
be above recomended levels and 
householders urged to take 
action.

R ecalling the cliffhanger 
TV series of the 1950s, 
Captain America: The 
First Avenger establishes the 
origins of one of the most 
popular superheroes from 
the Marvel Comics stable. 

Admittedly, director Joe 
Johnston has an arsenal of 
state-of-the-art digital effects 
at his disposal to spruce up 
the old-fashioned ideals in 
Christopher Markus and 
Stephen McFeely’s script. 

However, there’s 
something rather charming 
about the underlying themes 


of self-sacrifice and valour, 
and a chaste romantic sub¬ 
plot between the strapping 
hero and his feisty dame that 
never strays beyond a kiss. 

Only the sadistic killing 
spree of the central villain - 
a power-hungry Nazi officer 
with a burned-off face - 
warrants the 12A certificate 
that makes Johnston’s film 
unsuitable for very young 
audiences. 

Captain America opens in 
the present day with the 
discovery of the wreckage of 
a gargantuan craft then 
flashes back to 1942 Norway. 

Diabolical German officer 
Johann Schmidt (Hugo 
Weaving) steals a Cosmic 
Cube belonging to Odin and 
charges mad scientist Dr 
Arnim Zola (Toby Jones) 
with harnessing the Cube’s 
power as part of his plans for 
world domination. 

Meanwhile in America, 


German defector Dr 
Abraham Erskine (Stanley 
Tucci) is spearheading a 
secret programme to create 
the ultimate soldier. 

He chooses asthmatic 
weakling Steve Rogers (Chris 
Evans) as the perfect 
candidate for the treatment. 

“The serum amplifies 
everything inside: good 
becomes great, bad becomes 
worse,” explains Erskine. 

As if by magic, Steve is 
transformed into a muscle- 
bound hunk and he 
enthusiastically does his bit 
for the Allied effort by 
portraying a fictional 
character called Captain 
America at war rallies. 

When good friend James 
Buchanan (Sebastian Stan) is 
presumed dead behind 
enemy lines, Steve joins 
forces with playboy inventor 
Howard Stark (Dominic 
Cooper) and officer Peggy 


Carter (Hayley Atwell) to 
parachute in behind enemy 
lines as Captain America and 
single-handedly take on the 
Germans. 

Captain America: The First 
Avenger is an entertaining 
introduction to the iconic 
characters, using digital 
trickery to impose Evans’s 
head on a scrawny body 
before his metamorphosis. 

Action sequences are 
orchestrated with aplomb, 
including a daredevil descent 
into a moving train. 

Captain America Will 
Return promises a title card 
at the end of the film in place 
of the additional scene we 
have come to expect from 
comic book adaptations. 

Indeed he will, alongside 
Iron Man, Thor and Hulk in 
the big-budget film version of 
The Avengers, which will be 
smashing and crashing into 
cinemas in summer 2012.

‘DIY action’ to beat the snow 



COMMUNITIES should 
consider buying their 
own salt to combat 
heavy snow falls, a fire 
chief has said. 

Colin Thomas told a 
review into planning 
for winter that bags of 
salt could be stockpiled 
by communities if 
delivery trucks cannot 
get through. 

Bosses at 

Conservative-controlled 
Oxfordshire County 
Council also pledged to 
put on more call 
handlers and prepare 
earlier to avoid 
gridlocks. 

Mr Thomas, deputy 
chief fire officer at 
Oxfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service, said 
there was a “potential 
for communities to 
stockpile more salt - 
but at their expense”. 

He told councillors 
probing winter plans: 
“The idea[is to enhance 
that community’s 
resilience. If the 
network is jammed, 
getting salt out is 
difficult.” 

The authority has 
already said it has no 
current plans to order 
more salt bins. 

Spokesman Owen 
Morton said: “We're 
currently reviewing 
how we manage these 
grit bins with the aim 


of providing a more 
reliable resource for 
use by local 
communities.” 

He said: “There is 
nothing stopping local 
communities and 
parish councils from 
stockpiling additional 
salt to fill these bins, at 
their own expense, to 
ensure they are better 
replenished.” 

Liberal Democrat 
John Goddard, a 
member of the safer 
and stronger 
communities scrutiny 
committee, said: “The 
availability of more grit 
is welcome. Having to 
pay for it is not. If grit 
is needed then it should 
be provided by the 


county council. We all 
pay our council tax.” 

Councillor Alyas 
Ahmed told the 
meeting: “The bins we 
know get filled but the 
public don’t believe 
that.” 

He said he followed 
one salt delivery lorry 
and saw cars pull up 
after it had left and 
empty the contents of 
the bin. 

A report by Bethan 
Morgan, county 
emergency planning 
officer, said a severe 
weather plan 
introduced after the 
January 2010 snow was 
“useful” for when bad 
weather hits again. 

Yet she said more 


needed to be done to 
take calls out-of-hours, 
perhaps using workers 
from the customer 
service centre. And 
more 4x4s were needed 
to meet demand, she 
said. A dedicated team 
was also needed to 
respond to incidents. 

Miss Morgan said: 
“Our plan is about 
bringing that co¬ 
ordination down to a 
very tactical level, 
bringing in the 
Highways Agency early 
on to a much more 
practical level of 
response.” 

The council is 
currently making cuts 
of £119m over the next 
four years.
